EPLYING to Mr. J. Everett 
(Nat. Lab.) m the Dail yes- 
terday, Mr. § MacE E, 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, said that. some 
months ago a public conttoversy 
arose between the then chairman 
of the Committee of Management 
of the National Health Insurance 
Society and himself, as Minister for 
Local Government and Public 
Health, as to the special relation- 
ship and responsibility to the 
Minister of those whom he 
appointed from vear to year to 
the ene ee trusteeship or 
membership of the Committee of 
Management of the Society. These 
were matters of fundamental im- 
portance, and the views expressed 
by the then chairman in regard to 
them could not, in his opinion, be 
reconciled with the proper dis- 
charge by him of his duties "as the 
Minister responsible for the ad- 
ministration of National Health 
Insurance generally, or with his 
particular responsibility for the 
appointments in question. 
Unfortunately, those views had 
been so publicly and emphatically 
expressed that he believed that 
any private venture on his part to 
suggest that they might be modi- 
fied to meet his position would 
neither-be warranted ‘nor welcomed. 
It was, of course, unnecessary for 
him to add that ‘the issues raised 
in this controversy as to. the 
relationship and ‘responsibility. to 
the Minister of persons appointed 
by him from year ,to year to the 
society were quite independent. of 
the merits or demerits of certain 
proposals put forward by the then 
chairman. These provosals were, 
in fact, being examined in his 
Department. 


Why Britain Gave Eire 
More Tea 


Sir ‘Waldron Smithers (Con., 
Orpington) asked the Minister of 
Food. in the House of Commons 
yesterday, why he has raised the 
tea ration to Eire. 

Sir Ben Smith, in a written reply, 
said; During the greater part of the 
war Eire’s tea supplies were limited 
to 25 per cent. of its pre-war con- 
sumption.

Mr. DALTON’S BUDGET . 

Mr. Hugh Dalton's Budget is 
precisely wnat the first Budget of. 
a Labour Government ought io 
be. It is “Socialist” in that the 
reduction of: the standard level 
of income tax, combined with a 
new gradation of the allowances, 
brings substantial relief to the 
“small man.” It is “ca’ canny,” 
inasmuch as a considerable re- 
reduction of excess. profits tax. 
from its prohibitive war-time 
level of 100 per cent. is calcu- 
lated to soothe the large indus- 
trialists and to:sét the wheels of 
their industries in motion again, 
Mr. Dalton. could have played 
to the Labour gallery, thereby 
earning immense réclame for his 
Government as the _ standard- 
bearer of red-blooded Socialism, 
but that course would have 
brought Great Britain into im- 
mediate and terrible danger. The 
entire situation has been be- 
devilled by the United States’ 
sudden revoca- 
tion of the system of lease-lend, 
concerning which talks still are 


| in tardy progress in Washington. 


If American supplies had been 
assured for, say, another year, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
could have earned merit by even 
more conspicuous cuts in income 
tax and the other taxes; but, in 
the present circumstances, the 
people of Britain must content 
themselves with ‘the relief — a 
very useful measure of relief, it 
must be admitted — which they 
have obtained. As Mr. Dalton 
observed in his Budget speech, 
there is likely to be a saving of 
£200,000,000 on the cost of the 
figating forces; but this gain 
will be outweighed by the cost of 
supplies that‘ formerly came .to 
Britain under lease-lend, but 
must be procured from now on 
by purchase. He makes it clear, 
indeed, that Britain is lucky to 
be allowed the budgetary reliefs, 
and that these reliefs are being 
granted not as a sop to public 
favour,, but as a practical 
measure for the restoration of 
prosperity. . The fact of the 
matter is that under the exist- 
ing weight of taxation the 
ordinary workers have lost much 
of their incentive to work hard, 
while the manufacturers, deprived 
of virtually all their hope of profit, 
were reluctant to stimulate pro- 
duction. The purpose of the con-’ 
cessions—which will mean, for 
the time being, a heavy loss to 
the Treasury—is to re-open the 
factories ‘and to revive’ the 
export trade on whch the 
nation’s hope of prosperity, if 
not of economic _ survival, 
depends. 

The grave danger that con- 


fronts Britain’s Government: and ' 


people is that of inflation. To 
forestall that peril, the’ Govern- 
ment is taking cdstly precau- 
tions. In the first place, it has 
indicatéd that the moneys which 
are due to be repaid to income- 
tax payers in the form of “ _post- 
war credits” will not be repaid 
yet. The risk of immediate re- 
payment is evident. There would 
be a great -deal of money 
throughout the country at large, 
but, as yet, very few goods on 
which to spend it. People would 
rush fo: these scarce goods; 
prices would “sky-rocket,” and 
the inflationary circle would be 
set in motion. Instead, ‘the Chan- 
cellor proposes to withhold re- 
payment until the factories are 
in production and their products 
can be acquired at reasonable 
prices. In-the second place, the 
cost of living will coatinue to be 
“pegged.” When one compares 
the war-time cost of the necessi- 
ties of life in 
counties and Great Britain—to 


the disadvantage of the former. 


—it is only fair to Ireland to re- 
call that the comparative cheap- 
ness of many commodities across 
Channel is due to an 
elaborate and tremendously ex- 
lane system of subsidies. Last 
year, as Mr. Dalton has pointed 
out; those subsidies’ cost the 
Exchequer no les than 
£200,000,000. During the new 
financial year, thanks to the con- 
clusion of lease-lend, they will 
cost £300,000,000—and possibly 
a great deal more. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Attlee’s Government believes 
that the game is worth the candle. 


-Heavy as the expense may be, it 


will be a safeguard against a for- 
midable, and perhaps a ruinous, 
rise in the cost of “ordinary 
living. ° Control of this kind 
would be essential even if a Con- 
servative Government had been 
returned to power. It will be 
doubly necessary in the case of a 
Labour Government which “is 
pledged to the creation of a 
highly advanced system of social. 
services and, in general, to the 
economic re-planning of Great 
Britain. Labour is under no 
illusions about the difficulties of 
the task before it, Not merely 
must the new Government fight 
for the “socialisation” of its

Seventy-five Days Adrift 

Mr. William, Swinchin, a forty-year- 
old marine fireman, who has just re- 
turned to Britain from a trip to Malta, 
was torpedoed twice during the war. 

‘He .was on the Harrison steamship, 
Diplomat, in 1940, when “she was 
torpedoed off the Irish coast, and Mr. 
Swinchin spent 23 hours in the water 
before he and 46 other survivors were 
picked up by H.M.S. Active. 

Two years later, when serving on the 
steamship Etrib, his ship was torpedoed 
when it was half-way across the 
Atlantic. After swimming alone. for an 
hour and a half, Mr. Swinchin bumped 
into a raft and clambered aboard. He 
was adrift on that raft for 75 days, 
during which he saw neither a human 
being nor a ship. Fortunately, it + was 
provisioned for 20 men, but even then 
the. food did not last out, and he had 
only water for the last twenty days. A 
German submarine which surfaced 

icked him up and landed him at 

rest. He himself had not seen it, as 
he was too exhausted to maintain a 
look-out.
